irme regeneration in his children, then if their eftates and gains a - 
broad had bren multiplied an hundred fold, if withall they had xe- 
turned profane, or no more then merely civilized, without the power .

Again,coafider him as a publick perſon,as he was patey patrie,a fan 
ther of his countrey : which name he did deſerve, as well as Car-- 
ti, Clandios, or the Decis: tor although he did nor in eyery parti- 
cular what is ſaid of them, devoverunt,ſe pro tots terrarum orbe,they 
did deyote themſelyes for the defence of the whole earth ; yer for his 
countrey, and the defence of the jwit liberties thereof , he did not re- 
fuſe voluntarily to expoſe himſelf to # guiph of hazard and ſuffers 
ings : witneffe his ſuffering under the impetition of ſhip-money, coat 
and condut-money, and the loan ; for refuſing whereof he was long 
time impriſoned in the gate-houſe, and afterward confined for a long 
time in Lincolu-ſhire, above ſixſcore miles from the place of his own 
wſnall abode. | | 

Wirtnefſe alſo his fidelity and integrity in the diſcharge 'of that 

eateft truſt of all , 1 mean his ſervice to his countrey as Kwight of 
the ſhire, and member of the Parliament; unto which place he was 
conftantly choſen onevery occafion; notthat he had 4 patert for the 
place, as ſome of his enemies ( in reſpe&t of his conftant eleftion 
theyeunto,&out of envy at the peoples henouring him )did caſt our;bur 
out of the experience and confidence they had of his reſa/ation,and care 
to diſcharge the trift-thar mas commrred wate him. whereby it came

arrogantie, that hemight dominear and trample upon his neighbours

frill of all ſp ectatours, that the memory of them ſhall eyer remaia

_ Hereupon he gave himſelf ſo much the more earneſtly to the exer« 
ciſe of ſecret reading the Scripture, meditation and prayer, ſo long as 
his ſtrength would hold out: ##t ove wave followed another ſo faſt, that 
he was diſabled thereby tobe ſo frequent and conſtant in thole ſecrer 
duties of communion with the Lord, as he defired ; for which he made 
any complaints to his ſonnes, and athers,as they came about him, 

The week before he died, he was perſwaded in reſpeR of the ex-

but the night botlewing being again perſwaded to it, he told them he 
would not be intreated to do ſo any more; for he ſaid, be was ſwre that

7 he day before his death, his children pong about him, as Faces 
were, he bleſſed them all with his prayerffor chem,and gayetheſe his 
laſt counſels unto them: 

Firſt, he admoniſhed them to take heed of worldlineſſe and vaine 
g/ory; (hewing what a vaſt difference there was 'between a gracious 
humble man, and a proud gracelefle man , both in the eſtimation of 
God and man. | 

Secondly, perſwaded them zo live in love and unity together, yer 
ſoas they ſhould ever count it their duty co watch oyer one another, 
and never be afraid totell one another of their faults loyingly,aud not 
to be mealy-moutbed,as his exprefſion was. 

Thirdly, that they ſhould rake heed of rimorouſueſſs, and ſhrinking 
from the truth, by reaſon of the oppotitions of the times againſt the 
Scripture-power of godlnete » ſhewing the danger of complying

Fourthly he commended them unto the word of Gods grace, and the

viour, W hich prayers of his the Lord fo graciouſly anfwered, thatas 
long as he had any uſe of ſpeech» he acknowledged the ſenſe of © this 
inward joy; and after theſe words were-uttered / have peace within, 
[ have peace within,he ſpake no more, but lying for a while as it were 
in a ſlumber, at faſt he _ his eyes again, and /ifring up his hands 
ro heaven, fell aſleep inthe Lord, Whereby it is manifeſt that his de- 
parture out of this life was as comfortable, as his entrance into it was 
honourable, or his abode in it gracious and acceptable both to God 
and all his people. |

paniall, laying, / have oxely held out the flowers, but hid the weeds; 
declared all his graces, and concealed his vices; 1 ſhall return a.chree

Secondly, if 1 had mentioned 4/l his graces, and concealed his wi- 
ces, yer my text, yea,& allo the whole chapter is both my patternand 
warranttherein; for throughout the chapter, the faich and graces of

Thirdly, bur in che third place, although I muſt acknowledge he 
was a man, and ſo weak and imperfett in every grace, yea a fnfwll 
man, and fo ſubjett to like paſſions and temptations that other men 
are: yet ſo tree and pure was his life from any ſcandalous (inne, or 
any other acuall evil courle, that for thirty yeares together / renee 
ber not he was ſoiled with any ſpot which mrght give occaſionto any to 
ſuſpett bis eminent integrity and ſincerity , but his heart was yec up- 
right before God, a thing very rare in the world.

Childrens grace and piety is fot onely a comfort to parents whileſt 
they live, butalloa g/ory unto them when they are dead: lo was Eli- 
akim, of whom you may reade, Iſa.22.2 2. where the Spirit of God 
affirms that he was a throne of glory ts his fathers hanſe. 1fawa lets 
ter which one of you (fince your fathers death) wrote from London to 
your brotherin the countrey, wherein was this expreſſion, viz.that he oF 
ballancing his fathers gainand glory which now he injoyed inheaven, 
againſt the greatneſs of his own loſſe by his death onearth, he profeſſed, 
that if he might have him alive again with a wiſh, he durſt not deſire 
it. 1 liked the expreſſion exceeding well, becaule it preferred his fa- 
thers glory above his own content. And therefore as you re Joyce iathe 
increate of your fathers glory jn-heaven, ſo labour the augmentation 
of it in earth, in being.with Eliakims, a throne of glory to your fathers © 
houſe. ;

eAbraham was a good father, and the Jews did much glory in 

* him ; but Abraham could not glory in the Jews as his children, be- 
cauſe they did not the works of Abraham their father. Inlike mannec 
you had an hoaourable father, aud you juFty glory inhim ; O lethim 
allo have cauſe to glory in you, whileſt the world may take notice, 
that you both walk in the ſteps of his faith , and do alſo his works. 
Let me therefore exhort every one that hath any of his bloud in his 
veins, and bearech his name before the world, that you would become 
bis yepreſentatives in the world;chat he being dead in hisown bod y,yet 
he may live and walk in you : Collect the jewells of his graces , (et 
them in rows on the breaſt-plate of your heart, and lo carry his image 
about the world in your lives, thayall ſpectatours that kney your ta- 
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ther, when they behold your conformity to him, may lay, Surely this 
is that renowned Sir Nathaniel Barnardiſton, or one very like him. 
Allthis I ſpeak unto you in this day of the fad obſequies of your 
father, that I may ingage you all,who are thayhranches of this noble 
vize,to become truittull boughs, loaden with ſuch cluſters, the fruic 
whereof may glad the heart of God and'man, | 
And for that end I commend unto you(nextafterthe reading of the 
Bible) aboye all other books, the reading and remembrance of the 
hiſtery of your fathers life and graces ; the volume of his counſels 
and directions written in your hearts: uſe all diligence in the daily ob- 
ſeryation of the ſolid principles, and divine rules, legible in his exam- 
ple and practiſe.

you in bearing his name for a remembrance before the world, untill 
the refleion of his perfections , ( 45 ſo many rich diamonds, calling 
forth their beauty upon your aCtions JEauſe you to an{wer thoſe great 
= expetations of piety and fincericy, which your birth, education, and 
profeſſion, have raiſed in the hearts and minds of ail fpeRatours, 
Conceive, I beleech you, that eyery one that looks upon you, doth 
ſpeak unto you as the people of Rowe uſed to ſpeak at the creation 
of- their Confuls, pre5Fa nomen tuum, make good your name. 
By this courſe you ſhall in ſome meaſure mak2 up the* ccuntreys 
orcat loſſe in the death of your tather,and make way for your friends 
ro comfort thoſe ſorrowfull hearts that mourn for his death. As eAmr- ambrof in + 
breſe in his Fucerall oration for Theods/71,thus cheared up his mourn- obys, Theo, 
ing lubjeRts ; my friends(ſaid he) let this comfort you m the death of 
Theodofius the father, becauſe he lives in his ſon Honorius; fo 1 ma 
ſay, Let this comfort thee, O Syffo!k.. in theloſle of this worthy Pa- 
triot, that his graces yet ſurvive in his ſoune. I; 
Nay, it you ſhall ſeyerally and joinily ſecond yorr fathers piety,in= 
tegrity and zeal. for the cauſe of G14 and your conntrey , 1 may then 
adde that conlolation to your lamenting neighbours , which Exſeb1us 
reports of Conſt antines children , atter their fathers departure ; they 
lived ſo holily, that the people faid they had now many ( onſtan- 
tines for one before, they had Conſtantine multiplied +: fo we alſo 
hereby may ſay we haye mapy Sir Nathaniel for one, or Sir Na+

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thaniel multiplied and inlarged, whileſt his children chat inherit 
his /ands and effate, do allo fucceed him in his wirtwues and graces, 
who account it the highe#t honour of their family, that Religion be 
cominged in a ſucceſſion and multiplication therein. And trucly(Gen= 
tlemen) if it was elteemed the great honour of the Family of the Cue 
rii in Rowe, that there aroſe out from that ſtock three excellent O- 
ratonrs, one {ucceeding the other ; what height of excellency muſt 
i: needs be thought, that the power of Religion and holineſſe 1s made 
ſucceſliye in your ltock from generation to generation? 

7 he nz-xt application is to thole in the Auditory whom the Lord by 
his providence hath raiſed by their birth, breeding and education, 
eftate, parts, or offices aboye the reſt: Gentlemen ( 1 mean) that ac- 
count themlclyes, and are allo accounted by others of az higher ranck.

js of more reputation with God then all the world' beſides, it doth 
follow, that the way to trme hononr is to become atruc heliever, 

By faith the eld:rs obterned a good report not onely a crown of glo- 
ry after their death ; but eftimacion and honour from God whileſt 
they lived, as is manifeſt in the whole chapter before my Text, Faith 
makes the meanelt belieyer of more worth then an Emperour. Ja- 
cob a plain man, by faith became a Prince yea, a Prince with God. 
Deo ſerve eſt reguare, to ſeryvt God is tobe a King, 

You therctore that would be efleemed worthy & precious,muſt be- 
come gracious. Oh how excellent & precions doth godlineſs make thoſe 
men in the eyes of the Lord, whom birth and os have made ho* 
»ourable in the eſtimation of men! Religion doth ennobletheir ſpirits, 
andadyance their minds unto the heayens:& as a precious Jewell ſet in

I am the more carneft and ſerious at this time, becaule the preſent 
pattern before you ſh: wes it poſſible and feaſible for you : and, oh! 
that his death mighs caute you ro imitate him, whole Ife was a light 
to guide you in the way. I know that many Gent/:men think, 
that a /?rict and holy life is onely for ſuch as have little to do., or to 
take toin the world. He oxely is to live by faith that hath nathing elſe 
to live ox: but for thole who are born to great things in the world, it is 
too low for them to ſtoop to Chr ts yoke. 

Nay ſome of them {who ate zo aſhamed of their oaths, blaſphemies, 
beafily uncleannels, {winiſh excefles, but gloyie inthems, yer) account 
ſanification of Sabbath, hearing the Word, conltancie in prayer,ro 
be their diſgrace; and eſteeme it a diſparagement to their credit to be 
accounted godly and religions; and therefore purpoſely a&t that which 
they know is prefare and 1mpioms,left they ſhould be eſteemed holy or 
conſcientious. Thus eAuguſtine in his Confeflions 11.2. cap. 19, 
pudebat me non fuiſſe impudentem, &c, I was aſhamed of my 
modeſty , and bluſhed that 1 was not paſt bluſhing. And Sa/viay 


he, ſuch contempt and diſgrace is put upon religion , #t cogantar efſe 
mali, ne videantur viles,they are compelled to be evil, lealt they 
ſhould be eſteemed baſe for religions fake. 1 wiſh that rhis ſin of con- 
temptand ſcorn put upon religion, had been buried in Salvian's 
dayes: but are there not yery many (till of thele great ones; that think 
that their attendance upon the Lord F eſws in his Ordinances, is a con- 
deſcenſion of their greatneſs, and abſtain from religious performances 
merely in point of honour, as too low a lervice for therr Loraſhips, 
Ladyſhips and VVorſhip? The CENTURI1ON thought his 
houſe roo meaneand unworthy to receive Chriſt into it ; but theſe 
men think Chriſts houſe too meanre and-unworthy to receive them, 
Doe any of the rulers believs? do the Knights, Eſquires and Gentle - 
-1en follow the Lord Feſus? and why do they not? ob! it is not for 
their place, credit, reputation ſo to do. Oh! accurſed pride and helliſh 
loftineſs | is itthe higheſt honour of the glorified Angels to be Chriſt 


his ſeryants,and miniftring {; pirits to attend his members? and is itthe 
E 3 highelt 
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higheſt glory oftheTrinitieto be accounted holy, gracious, pure,abun-. 
dant in goodneſs ? and ſhall finfull duſt and aſhes, becauſe of a 
little precedency in birth, or eſtate, account holineſle, purity, goodneſs, 

their diſhonour and diſparagement ? 

It wasthe laying of Ignatins, antiquitas mea, nobilitas mea ſolus 
Chriſtas, Chriſt is my only nobilitie, and antiquitie: but thele fay,nsy 
wobility and antiquity is mine onely Chrift : and therefore think the 
only way tocaſt down themlelyes , is to exal: Chriſt ; whereas you 
may throughly be conyinced by the truth proved unto you, that the 
only way to exalt your ſelyes is toexalt Chriſt aboye your-ſelyes,who 
raitgth the meanelt of his taints to a greater worth then all the world 
beſides. 7 

: You ſee,Gentlemen,that neither the Cord Jetus,nor his ſeryants do 
envie your honour, or greatneſs, much lefle diſparage ir; bur rather 
defire the adyancement of it, in the true way of preterment to glory, 
without which it had been better for you to have been born and 
brought up in a cave, or den, and layn ail your lives yader a hedge, 
and begged your bread from dore to dore, then to haye liyed in your 
Palaces, and been fed at your fulleſt tables: for 

I. All your births and high eftates ( at che beſt) are no better 
things then the Lord beſtowes on his greateſt enemies, and if not ac. 
companied with grace and improved for God, they are greateſt miſe - 
ries. For thele expole you to more temptations then poorer men: 
as our Sayiour Mar..19. and the Apoltle 1 Tim. 6. afhrmeth) they 
are nothing elle then fewel to feed your Juſts , and proyocations to a 
more ;npadent and urcontrouleable courle of fins. Who would boaſt 
in ſuch a garment, which how rich and pompous ſoeyer it appears 
withour, yet within fills the body with a d2yly brood of naltie tores, 
2nd crawling vermin? Sucharemolt mens cftutes, 

2. The highey your places are, the more notorious and conſpicuous 
are your vices. Greens oftencesare no more hid then the ſpots in 

the Meon, or a ſore in the face, which is a greater deformitie, then a 
wound or fore in another part of che body, Nazianz. erat. 1 de fug . 
faith that xobilis improbitatis notam effugere nom poteſt, niſi multum 
antecellit, a great man ſhall never avoid the brand of Impictie, ex- 
cept he much excell in ſanctitie. Oh how deformed then are they in 
the fight of God, who improve their power to a vicious infecting of 
themleives. and thoſe that conyerte with them ! 

3- Conlider that of our Sayiour, Luc, 12+ 48, where God gives 
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-j-- much, hee lookes for much againe : the more your talents, the greater * 
your account. Honour, birth, eſtate, are great bleſſings in themſelyes. | 
Great men may be farre greater inſtruments of ſervice for God and his 
, Church then other, becauie they have farre more power andadyan- 
tages by their places, to defend themſelyes, and incourage others, in 
promoting the glory of Chriſt, As God made not flowers for toads 
and ſpiders for to draw poyſon out of them , but for bees te ſuck 
honey from them: io neither did he create honours and eſtates for his 
enemies, that being in honours they ſhould have no underſtanding, but Plal 49. 
live like beaſts that periſh; but for his ſeryants, that will improve 20- 
them for their Lords adyantage. | 
Thereis a day coming (Gentlemen) when the Lord will not only 
call you to an account for the principal of the talents of honour and 
if by greatneſs, but for the intereFF alſo, *T will not be your returning them 
1 the:napkin,by faying,you have not abuſed them,to the diſhonour of 
God and prejudice of thote under you ; bat you muſt return them 
multiplied and improved to the uttermoſt, in honouring the Lord 
with them : wherein if you faile, the more ſhame and contempt 
will fall on you, by how much you are truſted now with a greater 
of * meaſure of power and greatneſs aboye others. If all rationall men 
<[- haye branded Domitian, who ( being a king) ſpent his time in cat- 
ching flies; oh! how much more will the Lord poure out confuſion 
upon thoſe who improve their places in ſpending whole yeares , and 
conſuming nights and days in compleating their luft.and methodizeng Amos 9.7 
I their fiufull wayes to an exalineſs , & profunditie of voluptuouſneſs | 
thele courtes render his Soul an Ethiopian & Black-more,whote body 
isclothed in Foſephs parti-colcured coat, or the rich arras of Fgypr. 
4-Confider the only way to improve your greatneſs for your higher 
honour #5 to contenu it, yea looſe it , and deny it for the Lord and his 
ſervice. Thus Moſes improved the honour,title and dignitie to He ſti. 
led Pharaoh's iun, even by refuſing it: it was..therefore that hee was 
raiſed tothetitle and dignitie to be called Pharaohs God , Gen, 7. 1. 
Thus che 24, Elders Apocal.4. 10. improve their honours by falling 
down before him that ſits onthe T hroue, and caftins their Crowns at 
bis feet: thus our Lord Jelus improved his honour in obedienceto his 
Fathers pleaſure, namcly,when he was in the form of God, knew it 
was ne robbery 10 be equall with God, yet made himſelf of no reputa» 
zi0n, and humbled himſelf toihe death of the Croſſe; & therefore God 
highly exalted him, &gaye him 4 name above ever) name,Phil,2.8, 9, 
and. 
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and if you ſhall be perſwaded to do fo with your honours tor Chriſfts 
as he did with his honor for you, namely co deſpiſe it for his cauſe& the 
cauſe of religion, and humble your ſelyes,and take upen-you the form 
andwork of his ſervants, be will highly exalt you,and not only w rite 
upon you the name of the city of God,but the name of God himſelf. yea, 
he will write upon you his new name , and grant you to fit with 
kim in his Throne, Apoc. 3.12, 21. as heoyercame, and fate with 
his Father in his Throne. W hich the Lord-in his due time bring us 
all unto,by making the meaneſt as well as —_— of us, through 
faith, partakers of the merit and worthineſs of our Lord Jeſus, awd ſo 
of higher eſtimation with God then all the world beſides. 
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
